McGill to launch 
new 4-vèarjnlan?

A motion will be presented to the Faculty of Arts and Science 
today recommending that McGiU accept a four-year transition period - 
until the English language CEGEP network is fully operational.- 

The proposal, sponsored by Vice-Principal (academic) Michael 
Oliver and Director of Collégial Studies E.R. Pounder, means that 
Arts and Science would have to accomodate both a two-year CEGEP 
program and a three-year undergraduate program until fall 1973. 

This set-up^^arose, af^ 
plan for a "one-gàièrâtiori'VtransiUàrlKifi^^^^^^ which McGill 
would not accept high school graduates after next year). 

McGiU's plan, originally proposed last November, seemed likely 
to be accepted by the government for a while, but the whole situation 
. stayed up in the air so long that Senate decided at the beginning of the 
month to make a final decision on February 19 - last Wednesday. 

However, {thè^Stan^ray^çasé intervened, and eveh'g^\hadn't 
no firm décision cdiild be taken in thé light of Quebec's latest offer!^' 

The Pounder-Oliver motion proposes that McGill accept 2500 
high school graduates (about normal), next fall, and then 1350, 1000, 
100 and finally none in fall 1973, by which time the English language 
CEGEP system should be absorbing all high school graduates. 

There are a number of i objections to à four-year transition .

Second, the four-year plan would mean that McGill would sup? 
port five years of Arts and Science undergraduate programs until 
1973, something which may overtax facilities here. 

If the plan is accepted, McGill would probably have to accept 
fewer foreign studroto.^;;.. ÇV^^^ 

However,^Poun(ier said yesterday that one advantage to'the phn 
would be that McGill would retain control over curriculum, exams 
and timetables. '

With a terse "this is not ac- 
ceptable", Robertson turned down 
Gray's proposal to restructure- a 
proposed arbitration conunittee to. 
include McGill faculty and 'sti^ 
dents. 

The origbial format as set out 
.-ht the code of the Canadian As- 
. sociation of University Teachers 
(CAUT) would have brought in 
three faculty members from out- 
side the University to act as a 
board of arbitration.- 
. Gray . objected to the use of 
■â oiîfahto îsi.because the dismissal 
w|^ëfS'^"one that vitally con- 
cèriis the whole University com- 
munity, a political issue ttiat can- 
not be settled by some 'hnpartial' 
judicial process." 

Robertson also rejected . Gray's 
proposal to have open arbitration-, 
proceedings. "The arbitration 
proceedings are confidential for 
the protection not only of the 
person charged but also of wit- 
nesses and hiterested parties." 
; The only pobit Robertson would 
agree, to ^yàSÎ^^

long as Gray would agree to the

The setting of the deadline 
leaves unanswered the question 

what happens if Gray refuses to 
' participate in such arbitration. 

Although ' Robertson gave no 
reason for rejecthig Gray's pro- 
posed modifications of the CAUT 
arbitration procedures, he did in- 
dicate he woukl be "pleased to 
receive your views or to discuss 
them wiUi you in private". , 

This, presumably, is* a polite 
'no' to Gray's proposal that he 
• and Robertson meet in open ses- 
sion to resolve the nature of ar- 
bitration proceedings. 

Even as Robertson was reject- 
. ing Gray's proposals, support for 
the political > science ; lecturer 
came in from students and facul- 
ty in three departments in the 
University. 

In meetings late last week, 
both faculty and students of the 
Sociology, Anttiropology, and En- 
glish Departments passed motions 
condemning dismissal proceedings 
against Gray.- 

The dissatisfaction with the ac- 
tions taken by Robertson and Arts 
and Science Dean, Harry Woods, 
centered on the inadequacy of the 
charges, the failure to discuss the 
relevant issues, and the manner 
in which the charges were laid.

Gray rally today 
to meet Board 

A rally has been called to- 
day In the Union Ballroom at 
3 pm to support political 
science lecturer Stanley Gray. .

Ketneth^ Hare, .administration 
prcsldenllif thé University of Bri- 
tish Columbia, resigned Jan. 11 
after holding the position for only 
seven months. He had harsh words 
for B.C.'s education department. 

"The presidency is rendered 
:^ iniposslble for a man. of ^my : tern- 
ipérament, not by things inside the 
university, but by the external 
environment," Hare said. "The 
problem is that I see the diffi- 
culties of the university with stark, 
clarity and believe them to de- 
mand inunediate solutions, yet 
there are no resources àrâil- 
able to the president even to mi- 
tigate them, let alone solve 
them." 

Hare is the third B.C. admi- 
nistration president to quit shice 
May. All three cited the provin- 
ce's niggardly attitude tovrard 
education spending .as a reason 
behind their move.- 

When University of New Bruns- 
wick administration president Co- 



lin B. Mackay resigned Dec. 23, 
he said the major reason for end- 
ing his term was the establish-, i 
. ment of a permanent higher educ-' 
ation commission which gave the 
government veto power over uni- 
versity expenditures. 

Mackay clashed with the com- 
mission last winter over creation 
'of a social scloices research 
institute.' New Brunswick pre- 
mier Louis Robichaud tried to 
regain Mackay 's favor this fall 
by supporting his moves to quell 
theStrax.?ffalr at UNB. 

At the University of Saskatche- 
wan's Regina campus, J.K. Ro-' 
berts, chairman, of the political' 
science department, has quit the; 
General Univenity Coundl,' 
charging "there is some reason 
to suspect it may jeopardize Re- . 
gina campus Interests."

The occupation, sparked by the 
dismissal of Theology Professor 
William Kelly, involved some 
150 students using Kelly's :case. 
to press student power demands 
on the adminisbratlon. 

Thursday, Leddy~ brought the 
tedious vigil to an end with an 
apparently satisfactory response 
to the occupiers' demands. 
, He refused to grant absolute 
parity on ' university- commitees, 
but promised to recommend 25 
per cent stiident ■ representation 
to a special coriunittee on uni- 
venity government He also said 
he would propose the addition of 
three students to the government 
committee raising its size to 11. . 

He respondëd|toMemànds for 
openness iri^eWiiiversIty by 
noting that senate meetings have 
been open for some time and 
promised to suggest to the Board 
of Governors that it- consider 
openhtg its meetings. 

Hè saki - no reprisals would be 
taken against the occupiers. 

He pledged to accept any rec- 
ommendation the faculty asso- 
ciation makes to resolve the Kel- 
ly affair. The students had 
pressed for an investigation into 
the circunistahcesirsunounding 
Kelly's dismiSàlîîîbk the fac- 
ulty, unable to decide what to do, 
has thrown the nîâtter to its own 
executive for further study. 

Leddy's statement, worked out 
during negotiations with repre- 
sentatives of the occupation 
forces, came 24 hours after the 
student body, backed the occu- 
pation demands by referendum. 

Students voted to endorse the 
demands 1,333 - 1,055 but re- 
jected a student strike (should 
negotiations break down) by a 
count of 1,579 - 847. 

The student demands inclused: 
full parity on all university com- 
mittees, an offer of reinstate- 
ment to Kelly, open meetings of 



all university committees,, and 
amnesty for the occupiers. 

Kelly, who joined the univer- 
sity's theology department last 
fall only to ffaid out in January 
that he would not be retired, 
said Thursday be hoped à com- 
mittee could be established to 
investigate his dismissal. 

Theology Chairman Rev. Eu- 
gene Malley accused KeUy,^a.^ 
Roman Catholic layman'lfvof"" 
"causing tension in the depart- 
ment" because he didn't under- 
stand its ideals - apparently a 
dispute over doctrine. Kelly has 
been called an ultra - liberal 
theologian, Malley a cbnserva- 
Uve. 

In the ensuing dispute and oc- 
cupation, qther members of the 
theology department argued the 
decision openly - some joined 
the occupation. 

Rev. Vei^iMdSacgem, Uni- 
ted ChurdiTèKqfrain' and à part- ' 
time lecturer, charged several 
days ago that the decision to drop

. All attempts to persuade the Administration of the 
folly of its headlong course have so far failed. Rocke 
Robertson-is less heedful of the consternation following 
his actions thah is Paul VI of the reaction to his ency- 
■ clical on birth control. 

Abnost ail of the possible channels of "due process" 
in obtaining withdrawal of the charges have been ex- 
hausted - except one: today's meeting of the Board of 
Governors. No fewer than four departments^ including 
Gray's own, have called for the charges to be dropped, 
as have Students' Council, the student Political Science 
Association, and the Tripartite Commission. Robertson 
has responded bv questioning "their concern for the 
welfare of this University". Senate has refused to hear 
Gray's petition, in appeal, on the grounds that it was 
noyamarademic question, and passed the buck to the 
BoardS^WP* 

At the four o'clock meeting of the Board, this biick 
will have to stop. It should be pointed out that the con- 
tract for the arbitral procedures which the Administra- 
tion wishes to impose on Gray is not a contract, with 
Robertson and Woods, but rather with "The Royal In- 
sitution for the Advancement of Learning^ClVIcGill')". 



The Royal Institution is thé Board ' of Governors: 
the two bodies are identical. It is in the name of these 
thhrty-odd corporate capitalists holding interlocking 
directorships of some 300 Canadian corporations, and 
one distinguished neurosurgeon, that the charges against 
the political science lecturer are being pressed. 

In then: name, Robertson and Woods and their ad- 
visers have singled out one person as a scapegoat for 
the problems that face this University - a pereon who 
was not even the most prominent actor aniong the 
hundreds who participated in the "disruptive" activities 
they have cited. They have shown themselves publicly 
unable to justify this. They- seem to operate on the 
theory of one "dedicated, evil man" - as Woods would 
have it - who is causing all their troubles and without 
whom the movement for change will die. 

But the conflicts on this campus are not the inven- 
tions of a few; they stem from deeply-rooted social and 
educational problems. To respond by punishing a mes- 
senger of these problems is pathologically shortsighted. 

The Board of Governors should withdraw from the 
mess today. To this tiny coterie of enormously power- 
ful men is left the responsibility of saving the reputation 
of the University and preventing McGiU's becoming a 
laughing-stodc in the eyes of the world. 

One can only hope that the orderly demonstration 
which has been called for this afternoon will be able to 
impress upon the Board the importance of theh* exer- 
cishig this responsibility immediately. 



...The CAUT CODE 





The Adminisb-ation's offer of CAUT arbitration 
procedures to Stanley Gray in its attempt to fire him, 
With attendant protestations of fairness and impartiality, 
amounts to little more than a deceitful sham. 

This may seem a strong statement, especially to 
those who may have worked hard to make of these pro- 
cedures an adequate instrument for the protection of pro- 
fessors. But let us examine the details' of this particular 
case. 

From the start, the Administration has tried to 
equate "due process" with ''CAUT Code", to put 
across the idea that there are no , alternatives to it. 
There are, however, very serious drawbacks to applying 
the CAUT Code in this case. 

Fkst, the CAUT procedures are designed for the 
settlement of contractual or academic disputes by an 
impartial body of academics (This point was emphasiz- 
ed last Wednesday by Douglas Fisher and Harry Crowe 
hi theu: Toronto Telegram column. Crowe should know; 
his dismissal in 1958 from United College became the 

biggest cause célèbre in the CAUT's history.) 

Gray's accusers have themselves repeatedly stated, 
however, that his academic qualifications are not in 
question. The Gray-Robertsbn-Woods case is a political, 
not an academic, dispute. The CAUT Code was not in- 
tended for, and was not designed to process, such dis- 
putes. 

"Second, the CAUT procedures have never before 
been accepted or used by the University; they are not 
legislated in the Statutes or elsewhere; and they have not 
even been accepted by the McGill Association of Uni- 
versity teachers, which, according to hidications, may 
' change them when it makes its own proposals. The pro- 
cedures which the Admhiistration wishes to bnpose are 
therefore just as ad hoc as those proposed by Gray, 
which Robertson rejected out of hand. (The latter, pub- 
lished hi Thursday's Daily, allow for openness and for 
student and faculty control involving both on-campus and 
off-campus interests, and are far better suited to the 
character of the conflict and to the prmciples of demo- 
cratic control recently gahied at McGill.) 

Third, the implications of the way the charge was 
framed, have perhaps not l>een fully rcalued by mem- 
bers of the University. Gray is accused of "conduct that 
affected adversely or was likely to affect adversely the 
general well-being of the University". The Neanderthal 



language is. from McGill's ancient Statutes, and not the 
CAUT Code, which suggests only "gross misconduct" or 
"persistent neglect of duty to students or discipline". 
The CAUT Code was put forward precisely to do away 
with such sweeping and open-ended provisions as those 
of McGiU's Statutes. In its move- to have the CAUT 
accept the charges as framed, the Administration is at- 
tempting to set a precedent that would sweep away what 
reforms the CAUT is attempting to achieve, and en- 
trench the validity of such all-inclusive accusations in 
CAUT processes. If the arbitration conunittee found ui 
favor of the Administration;^ their McGiU would be able 
to cite the CAUT arbitrationYcoininittee as -authority 
that the provisions of the Statutes were acceptable in 
f uing a faculty member. 

Fourth, U the Administration loses the arbitration, 
that is, if adequate cause for dismissal is not proved, 
then the transcript and all proceedings are secret; 
no-one can know why the faculty meml)er was right. 
No suchjstipulation binds the Admhiistration if the facul- 
ty menibez; loses. 

Fifth, the Administration, in its proposal for ar- 
bitration, says that it will not budge from the letter of 
^tihë^procédures specified in the Code. Yet it has already 
strayed from the letter of the Code m a number of ways. 
As pomted out above, the charges are not framed hi 
terms of the Code and can only be wedged hito it at the 
expense of making the^.;|whij>le Code pointless. -Although 
the Code hidicates closed ^meetings, the Administration 
agreed to holding the specified preliminary hearings hi 
public. And the Code stipulates that "a person of un- 
questioned integrity and independence from outside the 
university should he appointed jointly by the university 
and the faculty association to name the arbitration com- 
mittee, if the President, Dean, and faculty member are 
unable to agree on one'* and goes on to say that the post 
should always 'bè' filled, ''so that it will not be neces- 
sary to fill it in a thne of crisis." This post is empty. 
Consistency is not among the Administration's vu-tues: 

It appears that the heavy and fumbling hand of the 
Administration has seized upon the first thing it could 
fuid labelled "due process" in order to provide a façade 
of seemliness for its peremptory attack. To use the 
Code for this is a disservice to all parties, not least 
the CAUT.

The structure of McGiU University's government 
lias changed extensively In the last six months. Stu- 
dents jire^n ow, participating in decision-maldng at ail 
levels^«Mfimmy more decisions are l)eing taken within 
the faculties and even within individual departments,M|j! 

If the Students' Society wishes to continue to-, in- ■ 
crease its participation in the control of the university, 
it must restructure itself so that it can negotiate with 
tlte University government at the University-wide, facili- 
ty, and departmental levels. At present,. power within 
the Students' Society is centralized in the Students' Coun-

cil.. What is therefore needed is for Coiincil to delegate 
some of its authority to the School and Faculty socielies 
- ASUS, PGSS, EUS, etc - and they in turn must recog- 
nize and support their departmental unions and assot- 
ciations. 

This concept is known as the 'unite dc base' prin- 
ciple of student government. By strengthening the base 
units of the structure, more studenis are dh^ctly 'in- 
volved in the decision-making; thus, tliere will be iv^' ' 
accurate representation of student opinion, while' 



taining sufficient centralized authority to permit efficient 
government 

The constitutional amendments which have been 
proposed and will be considered at an Open-Meeting 
fcof the Students' Society on Wednesday wdU have this 
■■'effect. School and Faculties societies will be given 
the authority to establish, within their constitutions, how 
they wish to select their representatives to Students' 
Council. Further,' each;SOciety will be able to instruct 
its representatives to carry out its official poliçy. Should 
the representatives fail to do so, thé'F^cuityïoFSchoor 
society will have the power to iinpeach them. At the 
same time, representation on Council will become pro- 
portional to the size of the School or Faculty society; 
this way the democratic principle of 'one man - one vote' 
. . will be followed. 

However, the constitutional amendments also include 
. a number of other proposals designed to iniprove the éf- 
' f icicncy of the Students' Society and Students' Council.

Swollen breast 
vs. accepted channels 

Sir, 

I would like to take issue with the state- 
ment decrying 'Paternalism in the Med 
Faculty' which appeared in the Dally of 
Wed., Feb. 19. Thb statement purported 
to interpret the results of 'negotiations' 
with the Faculty as to when the final exam 
in Histology is to be held, but seemed 
no more than a statement of disappointment 
by the signatories that c their, aim was not 
.achiey ed - and it had no more validity than 



Biochemistry labs from the curriculum for 
this year. 

At the prompting of some of the mem- 
bers of the class, Including many of those 
signing the statement, the Histology Depart- 
ment carried out an experiment hi course 
organization this year. A reading group was 
set up for those who preferred not to attend 
lectures, and teaching staff were provided. 
And, in the November examinations, equiv- 
alent results were attained in the two di- 
visions. However, in December and January, 
when the going began to get more than a 
little rough in that and other courses, many 
(but not all) of that group were not'in- 
frequently seen attending those much-de- 
spised lectures. This, I would think, itself 
recommends a certain caution to be desir- 
able in initiating change. 

But the most important point, I feel, 
is that of attitude. The particular merits 
of having, or not having, an exam at a 
certain time is essentially an academic 
question, not a political issue. It is academ- 



ic in that it concerns course content, ob- 
viously, but also in that it affects equally 
all members of the class and therefore all 
members of the class (not just 527e) should 
have a say in any change to be made. Or, 
alternatively, that all members of the 
class should be equally discomfited, by . 
knowing at the beginning of the year whether 
an exam or any other form of steric hin- 
drance is to be transposed'. The fact that 
this has been developed into a political 
question, laden with the dogmatism of re- 
formist ideology, makes me severely doubt 
the sincerity of purpose of those who have 
"sensed the need for basic changes hi the 
system of medical education'^ however, 
great their revelation' has been. These 
doubts have been reinforced by the publica- 
tion of the statement at issue, by which the 
'aiitipatemalists' have seen fit to seek sus- 
tenance f rom theffnràl^^ breast of Student 
Opinion, in UeiipftKeanept^^ '

The facts as presented in the statement 
were correct',' 'but the inferences drawn 
were plainly derived from the opinions of 
those who objected, and not from a critical 
appraisal of those facts. .'Iliere was a vote 
talcen in November at which the suggestion 
of a February exam was resoudingly defeat- 
ed. Then à. period of active campaigning 
ensued, conducted by many of the signato- 
ries in order to bring the issue to a vote 
once again, that their own preference might 
be satisHed. And the result was as stated: 
70 students, of 135, approved of having the 
exam before June. By apainstaking calcula- 
tion, one can also see that 65 students did 
not approve. Gass opinion, then, was fairly 
evenly split. * 

The changes instituted by Faculty, as 
regards both this, and previous years, refute 
the assertion that "the ground rules that 
had been established long before by tradi- 
tion were irrevocable".'Two years ago an 
almost complete reorganization of the 
medical curriculum 'was carried out, which 
abbreviated the purely academic pari of the 
course to the first one and one-half years, 
thus making more learning time available 
in clinical settings. As well, the elective 
program was expanded.

Yoii propose that the arbitration results be compulsory and binding upon both 
parties. .Ihe C.A.U.T. procedures, of which you have been sent a copy, provide that, 
the fiiidhig and opinion of the committee should be/bial and'binding on the member 
and the university, I have signed the arbitration agreement and I was fully author- 
ized to do so by the Board of Governors who under the Statutes are empowered to 
make all contracts on behalf of the university. If you sigh the agreement and deliver 
it to the university before S.p.m., 25th February 1969, the arbitration will be blnd- 
mg.on you and on the university. 

With regard to the second part of your proposal A, I reply that the adequacy 
or inadequacy of the charge is a matter to be decided by the Arbitration Board. 

It is my understanding and I have since confirmed It with the C.A.U.T., that 
the Arbitration proceedhigs are confidential for the protection not only of the person 
charged but also ofjjiribiesses and interested parties. Accordingly I do not agree to 
your proposal for open scSslons. ■ . 

With regard to your proposal B2: This is not acceptable. 

If you have any further points to raise I shall be pleased to receive your views 
or to discuss them With you in private. An appointment can be arranged by telephoning 
myoffice.
